Shimkus calls

Madison County Treasurer John Shimkus 
said he’s proud to run on his record despite 
attacks by Jay Hoffman, his opponent in the 
20th District congressional race.

He said the delays, due in part to the 
resignation of a key employee, have been 
corrected. Accounts are now balanced daily 
and tax distributions were not delayed, he said. 
 Shimkus said other complaints raised by 
Hoffman were ‘‘pretty old stuff’? and had 
“already been judged by the _voters.’’ 

Hoffman, at the same news conference, cited

- _ The U°S.-Senate agreed last Tuesday to raise 
the minimum wage by 90 cents to $5.15 an 
hour, The House has approved a similar 
measure. A conference committee will review 
the legislation before sending it to President 
Clinton, who has said he supports the increase. 

The last increase in the minimum wage was 
in 1990. The Senate bill calls for increasing the 
current $4.25 minimum!‘ wage to $4.75. The 
minimum wage would rise to $5.15 next July.

The Madison County Transit District has approved a one-year 
extension of the contract for RideFinders with the states of 
Missouri and Illinois, and awarded bids for 18-vans and 13 light 
buses at a recent meeting. 

The first two authorized the extension of agreements t6 contin- 
ue funding for the program with the Missouri Highway and 
Transportation Department and the Illinois Department of 
Transportation. 

The current contracts <apine June 30, and the extension will 

~go to June 30, 1997, when federal funding for the program runs 
out, 

Transit district director Jerry Kane said the agreement with 
Missouri is an extension of the current contract, while IDOT 
requested a new contract. 

ideFinders is administered by the transit district and was set 
up_to_help reduce vehicle emissions in the St.Louis -region- 

In Illinois the program serves Madison, St. Clair and Monroe 
counties. In Missouri, it serves Franklin, Jefferson, St. Charles 
and St. Louis counties, including the city of St. Louis. 

RideFinders is funded primarily through the Federal Highway 
Administration’s Congestion Mitigation and Air Quality Improve- 
ment Funds. 

Other resolutions combined two federal projects — the pur- 

“chase of 23- buses and a funding agreement with the Illinois 
peporenient of Transportation for ‘construction of the Edwards- 
ville Transit Center. 

Kane said the projects were originally together, but because of 
environmental studies necessary for the transfer center, were 
separated to speed the bus purchases. 

*“‘Now both are certified and they want them back together 
again,’”’ he said.

Bicycle patrols have worked well in 
the past because a bicycle allows

However, she said that 
the University Police will also continue 
to use patrol cars. 

When asked if she predicts any 
problems with the bicycle patrol, 
Huebner replied, “‘No, not at all. We 
have high-speed mountain bikes with all 
the same radio equipment that’s in the 
ears. There will also be patrol car 
backup for the officers on the bicycles.’’ 

Huebner said most of the department 
will receive bicycle patrol training, 
which will be offered at least three times 
by a sergeant of the St. Louis Police 
Department.

“‘We were so happy and amazed when 
we found out,”’ she said. ‘‘We’re the first 
university in Illinois to get this kind of 
grant money. The only other 
departments that received this kind of 
money were the Chicago Police 
Department and the Illinois State 
Police.”” 

Huebner said the department is very 
fortunate to have the 10 new officers.

hat lovely shrub in 
your yard looks 
simply magnificent. 
But you're thinking 
that it would look 
even better a few feet closer 
to the fence. The perfect 
spot for the tree you 
planted a couple “of years 
isn't so perfect any 
Sound familiar? Well, 
there's good news. The 
location of most plants 
doesn't have to be consid- 
eréd permanent. 


Many shrubs and small 
trees can be transplanted 
without causing any undue 
harm to the plant. And 
there are many reasons for 
doing so. Your teenager 
decides a volleyball court 
would be perfect if only that 
tree wasn't in the way. You'd 
like to build a shed, but the 
shrubs are forcing you to 
make do with a smaller size. 
And the list goes on. Many 
gardeners engage in trans- 
planting every year, sort of 
like moving the furniture 
around to get a new look. 
Here's how to go about it. 

If you can tackle the job 
while the plant's still small, 
so much the better. It'll be 
easier for you and the plant. 
Plus, the plant will recover 
quicker from it: 


Decide tipon the new 
location before doing any- 
thing. If it seems suitable, 
dig the hole first. 


Carefully dig around the 
plant, being careful of the 
rootse You don't want to 
disturb any more of them 
than absolutely necessary. 
The roots supply nourish- 
ment to the rest of the 
plant, so the more you re- 
move, the ] nourishment. 
the plant's going to get. 


Adequate soil 
surrounding the roots is 
very important. A plant that 
is moved carefully, with as 
much soil as possible left 
intact, has a better chance 
of survival. We're not 
suggesting a ton of soil 
that'll make-the plant too 
heavy to lift, but enough to 
keep both you and the plant 
happy. 


Once the plant is out of 
the ground, keep its roots 
moist at all times. Allowing 
the roots to dry out is like 
handirig the plant a death 
sentence. 


Don't keep the plant out of 
the ground any longer than 
necessary, but take enough 
time to do the job right. Try

to place the plant in its new 
home within 30 to 60 
minutes. 


Place the plant in its new . 
location much the same 
way you did when planting 
it originally. If the plant was 
staked in its old location, - 
re-stake it in its new home. 
Otherwise, simply make 
sure it's straight, and this 
means viéwing it from every 
angle. 


Water the plant just as 
you would if it was its first 
planting. Applying a layer of 
mulch around its base will 
keep the soil moist and help 
prevent weed growth. 


Here's a transplanting tip 
that you'll probably be re- 
luctant to try, but we rec- 
ommend it, and so do other 
gardening experts. Cut the 
growth back by about a 
third. Trim it to the shape 
you desire, removing about 
a third of the growth 
overall. This may seem 
drastic, but experiments 
have shown that you 
should stick with this rule if 
you want quick recovery of 
the tree. 


If you don't perform this 
step, the tree may look fine 
for a while, but will soon go 
into a felapse. You will see 
poor foliage, poor growth 
and maybe even a dead 
branch or two. Recovery 
can be delayed for as much 
as two years. If the tree was 
cut back by a third, there 
will be sufficient roots to. 
support the smaller amount 
of plant growth. 


Follow these simple trans- 
planting procedures and 
your plants should leada 
long, healthy life, no matter 
where you put ‘em!

Anyone who has spent 
time in the Caribbean 
knows how tasty mangoes 
are. There are 48 varieties, 
but in the U.S. only about 
six are available. 

The fruit is not only tasty 
eaten peeled and sliced, but 
it adds unique flavor in 
combination with. other 
ingredients. Add mango 
chunks to salad or a si 
fry for a tropical fees. 
Make mango chutney to tep 
grilled or baked chicken. 
Possibilities are endless. 

Buying a ripe mango and 
slicing it can be a little 
tricky. The skins of unripe 
mangoes are green. 
colors change to yellow, 
orange and red as they rip- 
en. It depends on the vari 
ety, but a completely ripe 
mango usually is a deep 
orange color with a peach- 
like aroma. The neds si 
is wrinkled skin, whic! 
shows it is overripe. 

Mangoes can be kept at 
room temperature up to a 
week. When they become 
very soft, they should be 
refrigerated. Besides their 
flavor, other assets are 
their plentiful vitamin A 
and potassium. 

It should be peeled. A 
very ripe mango’s peel 
pulls right off by holding 
the edge with a knife. The 
flesh of a mango clings to 
the pit, so it must be cut 
away. Slice it lengthwise 
down to the pit, then cross- 
wise as close to the pit as 
possible .to release slices or 
chunks that can be used 
immediately.

Summer satisfaction sets berry on colorful pedestal 


If there is any doubt it is 
the heart of summer, check 
out the peak of blueberry 
season in July, which is 
National Blueberry Month. 
Qutdoor markets and 
supermarket shelves dis- 
play the beautiful powdery- 
blue berries at their height 
of flavor and nutrition: 

That means a rich supply 
of .vitamin C, potassium 
and dietary fiber in one of 
the most versatile and con- 
venient summer fruits. 
Native to North America, 
blueberries were eaten by 
the American Indians long 
before Pilgrims landed. 
The U.S. and Canada add 
up an annual crop of 280 
million pounds, 95 percent 
of the world’s supply. 

When choosing blueber- 
ries, keep in mind that col- 


or is a hallmark of quality 

and berries with a powdery 
light blue color are fresher 
and firmer than darker ber- 
ries. After buying them, 
sort and discard any ber- 
ries that show mold or soft 
spots. Do not rinse blueber- 
ries until ready to use them 
or the natural wax coating 
that protects berries’ fresh- 
ness is removed. 

Handled correctly and 


stored covered and dry in a_ 


refrigerator, blueberries 
can last up to three weeks, 
Ziving time to try them in 
numerous ways. 
Blueberries require little 
or no preparation and have 
only 80 calories per cup, so 
it is a free feeling to eat 
them by hand, sprinkle 
them liberally on cereal, 
into pancake batter or ‘into 





salad. 

Make a tangy blueberry- 
Iemon sauce by combining 
3 cups . blueberries, % cup 
sugar, 3 tablespoons fresh 
lemon juice and 3 table- 
spoons water ,in a small 
saucepan. Bring the mix- 


ture to a boil, stir, then 
simmer 5 minutes. If 
desired, strain the liquid 


through a fine sieve into a 
bowl, stirring but not press- 
ing the solids. Cover and 
chill the sauce at least 1 
hour.

Blueberry sauces are ver- 
satile, so they lend distinc- 
tive flavor to more than 
one type of dish. Blueberry- 
ginger sauce, a tangy com- 
panion to cold poached 
chicken or salmon, also can

oranges and sweet onion. 

In a blender, puree % cup 
blueberries, 3 tablespoons 
water, 1 tablespoon oil, 2 
téaspoons fresh lemon 
juice, % teaspoon minced 
ginger root, % teaspoon 
Sugar, % teaspoon freshly 
ground pepper and 1/8 tea- 
spoon salt. Make the sauce 
just before serving, so the 
Sauce does not separate 
upon setting.
